‘ELECTRICAL EYE’ 
FOR REGULATION OF 
TRAFFIC INVENTED 


Device Operated by Approach 
of Auto Changes Stop 
and Go Signals. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—An elec- 
trical eye which traffic 
needs and automatically controls 


signals to meet the actual necessi- 
ties of traffic flow was demonstrat- 
ed before the meeting of the New 
York Electrical Society last night. 
The device is the invention of Pr. 
Phillips Thomas, research engineer 
of the Westinghouse company. 

The eye is the keystone of a new 
system which would give motor- 
ists the green or “go” signal con- 
tinuously until a car on the side 
street came within a short distance 
of the intersection. Then the lights 
would go on a prearranged or set 
program of operation, flashing 
green and red at set periods. After 
the cross street traffic had passed 
the lights would return to green 
on the main street and stay that 
way until another car appeared on 
the side avenue, 

The electric eye is placed in a 
mushroom covering in the street, 
with white lines marking its posi- 
tion, and comes into action when 
a car or other vehicle passes over 
it, casting a shadow on the eye. 
Only when a vehicle actually passes 
over the “eye” will it function, A

The Pope has confided to the 
Cardinals in a secret consistory his 
hope for settlent@nt and a sketch 
of its lines. It is likely the Pope 
will be first to make public an- 
nouncement of the settlement, and 
his announcement will be made 
after the meeting of the new Ital- 
ian Parliament which will be called 
upon to ratify a treaty creating a 
new sovereign papal State. 

This State will include the Vati- 
can palaces, the church of St. Pe- 
ter, the Vatican gardens, taking in 
grounds recently bought with 
money lent by United States citi- 
zens and land bought by the 
Knights of Columbus, Spanish 
nuns and the Paulist Fathers of 
the United States. 

The state will have a railway 
station called St. Peter’s Station on 
the Viterbo railroad and it will 
function as a frontier station, the 
Vatican renouncing a corridor to 
the sea. 

It is reported a large loan will 
be made to get funds for the new 
State’s needs. It is understood 
that after it has been ratified, the 
treaty will be registered with the 
League Of Nations at Geneva and 
thus will assume an international 
character. 

Italy will send an Ambassador 
to the Vatican and the Pope will 
nominate a nuncio to the ‘Italian 
court. The Vatican will be able to 
participate as a sovereign State in 
international conferences and Italy 
will achieve the diplomatic suc- 
cess of re-establishment of normal 
relations with the Vatican, as 
France and England have done, 
while a new concordat similar to 
the Vatican’s arrangement with 
Catholic countries will be conclud- 
ed.

Surgeon - General Cumming 
Sends Message on Epidemic 
From Sickbed. 


By the Associsted Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10,—The 
influenza problem was sharply em- 
phasized to health authorities gath- 
ered here today by the absence of 
Surgeon-General Hugh 58S. Cum- 
ming, who called the meeting, and 


who himself has contracted the 
malady. 
Health officers and _ scientists 


from all over 
went into session with the public 
health service to pool their in- 
formation on the malady and to 
seek means to combat it. 

The Surgeon-General became ill 
yesterday on his return from Chi- 
cago. His condition is thought to 
be not serious. A message from 
him reiterated his own admonition 
as to the importance of going to 
bed when threatened with the dis- 
ease. 

Approximately 75 prominent phy- 
sicians and health officers were 
present at the opening session. 
Among them were a delegation of 
five from Philadelphia, State healtn 
officers representing all sections of 
the country ,and representatives of 
universities and medical associa- 
tions. 

Announcement that $25,000 has 
been released from the epidemic 
fund of the treasury for a nation- 
wide study of influenza by the Pub- 
lic Health Service was made short- 
ly before the conference opened. 

Surgeon-General Cummings’ 
message also repeated his recent 
warning that the present outbreak 
may be followed by a more severe 
one 


“Notwithstanding the present 
comparatively. mild form of the 
prevalent disease,” the ‘message 


said, ‘“‘we are not justified in failing 
to take cognizance of the possibili- 
ty that a more severe type of in-

Dempsey said that the will pro- 
vided $50,000 in cash and all Rick- 
ard’s personal property for the 
widow, an adequate bequest for his 
aged mother, the rest of the estate

10,000 at Funeral. 

Ten thousand persons attended 
Rickard’s funeral at Madison 
Square Garden yesterday. The 
burial took place in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. 

The Rev. George Caleb Moor, 
pastor of the Madison Avenue Bap- 
tist Church, pronounced the bene- 
diction, saying of Rickard: “He 
was a man without a meanness, a 
counselor without conceit.” 

Speaks for Bishop Manning. 

The Rev. Cranston Brenton of 
the Episcopal Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, for which Rick- 
ard had helped to raise funds, 
represented Bishop William Man- 
ning, who could not attend be- 
cause of illness. His brief eulogy 
ended: “He fought a good fight 
and gave happiness and pleasure to 
thousands.” 

Dudley Field Malone added, “‘in 
the hearts of millions will be found 
his memorial.” 

One thousand seats were set 
aside on the main floor of the Gar- 
den for friends of the dead pro- 
moter. This space was dotted with 
boxers—from obscure preliminary 
fighters to champions and near 
champions.

As the organ, specially installed, 
continued to play a requiem, the 
honorary pallbearers, 40 in num- 
ber, entered.

WORLD’S DRUDGING 


In Book, Predicts Revolution in 
Methods of Farming , 
and Cooking.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—A world 
in which no one smokes or dis- 
cusses prohibition, where farmers 
no longer farm and housekeepers 
no longer cook: and where ma- 
chines take care of the drudgery 
is outlined by Henry Ford in his 
book, “My Philosophy of Indus- 
try,” just published. * 

“The great problem in the home 
today,” Ford points out, “is ‘too 
much drudgery. We shall soon 
find a way to do much of the cook- 
ing outside and deliver it in a hot 
and appetizing condition at meal 
time at no greater cost."" 

The old farm is likewise due 
for a big change, in Ford's opin- 
ion. , 

“Farming needs to be complete- 
ly revelutionized,” he says. “Large 
corporations, whose sole business 
it will be to do the plowing, plant- 
ing, cultivating and harvesting, 
will supersede the individual farm- 
er, or groups of farmers will com- 
bine to do their work in a whole- 
sale manner. This is the proper 
way to do it and the only way in 
which economic freedom can be 
won,”

F-REPORTER SOUGHT 
N EAST SIE SHOOTING 


Police Think Horace Haislip 
Was Wounded by Bullet From 
T. P. McCarthy’s Room, °*: 


Timothy P. McCarthy, a former 
newspaper reporter, was sought to- 
day for questioning in the shooting 
of Horace Halislip early yesterday 
in the Ozark Hotel, East St. Louis, 
as the result of the discovery that 
a shot had been fired through the 
door of McCarthy's room in the ho- 
tel. 

When police found Haislip in the 
office of the hotel with a bullet 
wound near the heart, he told them 
he did not know who shot him. 


McCarthy, who was in the group 
around the wounded man, handed 
over a fully loaded revolver which 
he said he had found on the floor 
of the office. He announced, ac- 
cording to the police, that he knew 
who shot Haislip and intended to 
investigate the case himself. 
Later, after Haislip had been 
taken to St. Mary's Hospital, po- 
lice questioned Miss Bertha Mur- 


the dining room drinking with Hai- 
slip when he left the table and 
went to the second floor. Present- 
ly she heard a shot and saw her 
companion tumble down the stairs. 
Other guests said they had heard 
someone pounding on a door in the 
corridor, then a shot, 7 

Examining the second floor cor- 
ridor, the policemen found the bul- 
let hole in an upper panel of the 
door of McCarthy's room, near the 
stairway. Marks made by a man’s 
shoes were found ‘on a bannister 
opposite the door and the shape of 
the bullet hole indicated the shot 
had been fired from within. 

The investigators evolved the 
theory that Haislip had pounded 
vainly on dhe door to arouse tho 
occupant and then climbéd to the 
bannister, peering through the 
transom, when the shot was fired. 
McCarthy did not return to the ho- 
tel last night. 

Haislip, who is 26 years old and 
has been arrested several times for 
investigation, is expected to recov- 
er. In 1925 he was charged with 
the murder of Geoffrey Nelson, but 
the case was dismissed. McCarthy 
recently served part of a four- 
month jail sentence for carrying a 


concealed weapon,

BAY OF WHALES,

named the harbor which he recent- 
ly discovered and explored “Floyd 
Gennett Harbor” and the cape 
which marks the northern entrance 
of the harpor John 
Rodgers,” after Commander 
Rodgers, Byrd's friend and one of 
the navy's first aviators, who gave 
his lite to aviation. 

The harbor Hes on the Western 
side of the Bay of Whales, about ' 
a mile and a half south of Cape 
West. It is nearly two miles wide 
and seven miles deep and the cen- 
ter forms a perfect landing fie td | 
which will be used by the planes 
only in case of emergency, as its 


Antarctica,

distance from the main base. 
“Little America,” is about six 
miles, 


When naming the harbor today 
in memory of his shipmate, Floyd 
Bennett, the Commander intimated 
that if he gets into the unknown 
regions at a later date he prob- 
ably would give to another of the 
new discoverfes the name of the 
one who was to have been his co- 
leader on the antarctic expedition. 

Byrd now has 11 dog teams on 
the ice. . Together with the men 
hauling, they are getting material 
to the base at the rate of five 
tons a day. 


lloyd Bennett. who dicd of 
pneumonia last spring while on his 
way to the relief of the Bremen 
flyers on Greenly Island, would 
have been Byrd's chief pilot on the 
present expedition had he lived. 

He flew with Byrd to the North 
Pole tn 1926 and only a broken 
leg képt him from accompanying 
the commander on his trans-At- 
riiantic flight. He suffered the 
broken leg when the plane Amer- 
ice fell in a test flight, April 
16, 1927. Dennett's body rests in 
Arlington Cemetery at Washington, 
where he received a hero’s burial. 
Hic received the Congressional 
Medal of Henor shortly . -before his 
death. 

Commander John Rogers was 
in command of the PN-9, the navy 
flying boat which was forced down 
when attempting to fly from the 
California mainland to Hawaii in 
1925. After drifting for several 
days in the disabled seaplane, Com- 
mander Rodgers and his crew were 
rescued and taken to Honolulu in 
triumph. He was fatally injured 
when a plane he was piloting fell 
into the Delaware River, Sept. 27, 
1926.

Arctic last May. Eight men were killed in the dis | 
aster and eight others were rescned by an exhibitior | 
of heroism on the part of a Russian crew which is.

Other air experts went farther back into 
basic causes and said the Italia was too small a craft 
for use in the stormy polar regions. An investigation 
by the Italian Government is now in progress at! 
Rome and it is to be hoped, for the sake of aerial 
progress, that a true finding of the disaster’s causes 
will be the outcome.

PEDER VICTORIOUS, by O. E. 

RNolvaag (Harper). 

Seldom in novels does a sequel 
dealing with the second genera- 
tion hold the interest of its 
predecessor. To some extent this is 
true of Mr. Rolvaag’s latest book. 


In so far as he has written another 
story centering about the charac- 
ters of “Giants in the Earth,” his 
work is big in subject. But “Peder 
Victorious” is a problem in Amer- 
icanization—a worthy subject,’ but 
it leaves this reader somewhat cold. 

Peder is the son born to Beret 
and Per Hansa in the wilderness of 
the Dakotas. This is the story of 
his assimilation, of youth taking 
over its inheritance. It deals with 
the period of the eighties, with the 
growth of schools, churches, towns; 
the admission of the Dakota terri- 
tory to the Union. Peder, fasci- 
nated by all things American, is a 
vital though minor figure in the 
movement. But with all justice to 
the hero, one prefers to remember 
the old pioneers in their fearless 
simplicity. Of these, the most out- 
standing is the brooding Beret, 
mother of Peder, who clings to her 
Norwegian customs even at the risk 
of losin;; the loyalty of her children. 

Rolvaag writes with the detach- 
ment of the European and the fa- 
cility of the American. Greater 
than his style is a love of humanity 
that disregards time and place. The 
book is translated from the Norwe- 
gian by the author in collaboration 
with Nora Solum of the department 
of English at St. Olaf College, 


where Rolvaag is professoor of

Court Dress of; Regime - of 
French Kings to Be Worn 
at Function Tomorrow. 


A court costume ball will be giv- 
en tomorrow night in the’ gold 
room of Hotel Jefferson under the 
auspices of the St. Louis Art Alli- 
ance, with a socially impressive list 
of sponsors, for the benefit of for- 
eign scholarships for the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts. 

The school has no such scholar- 
ships, It must have them, declares 
its director, E.-H. Wuerpel, if it is 
to maintain its position in art edu- 
cation.

PULITZER COLLECTION 
SULD FOR $69,428 


One Gobelin Tapestry Brings 
$12,000 at Auction Sale 
in New York.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—A seven- 
teenth century Gobelin silk-woven 
tapestry brought $12,000 at the 
auction sale of the objects of art 
and antique furniture of the late 
Joseph Pulitzer and Kate Davis 
Pulitzer, held under the manage- 
ment of the American Art Associa- 
tion, Inc., in_the Pulitzer home, 
No. 7 East Seventy-third street yes- 
térday. 

The various objects sold at this 
auction Tuesday and yesterday 
were disposed of for a total of 
$69,428. Yesterday, which was the 
second and final day of the sale, 
brought in $36,085. The auctionr 
éers were H. E. Russell Jr. and 
H. H. Parke. 

The Gobelin tapestry dates back 
to about 1680, and is after a car- 
toon by C. Le Brun, It is 11 feet 
high and 16 feet long, and repre- 
sents Alexander the Great and the 
family of Darius. It is beautifully 
woven in colored wools, high-light- 
ed in silk, in Venetian red, blte, 
brown shades of rose, ecru and 
tawny tan. On the lower border 
there is a eartouche inscribed, “Il 
est dun roy dese vaincre soy 
mesne.” W..W. Seaman, agent, 
was the purchaser. 

Pieces sold were an. Acajou 
commode mounted in cujvre 
dore, after Guillaume Beneman, 
Louis XIV style. which went to ¢. 
H. Gutradt & Son for $500. A 
kingwood end tuyawood margue- 
rite salon table, Louis XV _ style, 
was bought by D._ Brandler § for 
$475. Mrs. A. Bertini bought two 
pairs of jade green satin damask 
hangings at $300, 

An inlaid yacaranda com- 
mode, mounted in cuivre dore, 
Louis XV period, went to H. Snuy- 
dam for $500. Henry Boettger was 
the purchaser of a Louis XVI 
carved and gilded. salon suite in 
eighteenth century Aubusson tap- 
estry, comprising Canape and two 
Bergeres, at a price of $1600. H. 
Snuydam also bought a pair of 
carved and gilded Aubusson tap- 
estry Bergeres, Louis XVI style, for 
$1000. 

The grand piano in carved ebon.- 
ized marble. by Steinway & Sony, 
which stood in the Joseph Pulitzer 
library, was sold to Mrs. Herbert 
Pulitzer for $650. 

The auctioning of two lrederick 
temington bronzes and Aubusson 
and two Flemish tapestries fea- 
tured the first day of the sale. An 
Aubusson silk-woven eighteenth 
century tapestry brought $2900, the 
high figure for the day. The pur- 
chaser’s name was not disclosed. 
The late sixteenth century Flem- 
ish hunting tapestries were sold 
for $2600 and $1650 to antique 
firms.

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NEW YORK, Jan. 10. 
BOUT 10,000 manuscripts of 
A vise are dumped weekly onto 
the desks of New York theatri- 
cal producers, This does not in- 
clude the large number sent liter- 
ary agents, the professional play 
readers and manuscript doctors. 

The great majority are hopeless, 
amateurish efforts and come from 
all corners of the world. Many en- 
compass the futile dreams of ser- 
vant girls, farm hands, lumber 
jacks and lonely seamen, Thou- 
sands of mothers try -playwriting 
in the hope of educating their chil- 
dren, It is not fi¢etion that almost 
everybody tries to write a play. 

The largest number of manu- 
scripts come from Southern states. 
but California has a huge number, 
especially among those who have 
retired and wish to relieve the mo- 
notony of leisure. There is no call- 
ing offering greater discourage- 
ment, especially for the unskilled. 

The first-play by an amateur has 
been achieved but the ratio is about 
one in five million. An under- 
standing of stage technique is now 
almost an absolute necessity. The 
best plays have always lately come 
from those associated in-s6me fash- 
ion with the theater. 

Nearly every producer has an ex- 
pert play reader. One firm employs 
nine. Manuscripts are received by 
them and carefully read before 
going to the producer. Only those 
likely to interest him in more than 
a casual way are presénted. Nine- 
ty-nine out of a hundred submitted 
he never sees. 

There is no doubt that thousands 
of play ideas submitted by the 
amateur have been plagiarized, but 
unless his play has been carefully 
copyrighted he has no chance of 
reprisal of any sort. Schools of 
dramaturgy have turned out a few 
successes but the number is ex- 
tremely small. Experience counts 
most. 

But once the writer of a play 
has a nibble for his effort, the rest 
ig comparatively easy. Every pro- 
ducer is at his heels. There is 
some sort of mysterious cgmmuni- 
cation along the Rialto about such 
matters. The news spreads like 
wildfire.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—Members 
of future American Davis Cup or 
Wightman Cup teams would be 
prohibited from writing tennis ar- 
ticles for newspapers and maga- 
zines or giving interviews, if the 
recommendation of the Executive 
Committee is approved at the an- 


nual meeting of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association in Boston, 
Feb. 8-9. 

The recommendation, growing 
out of the experience with Big 
Bill Tilden, prior to the Davis Cup 
challenge round last summer, is 
aimed at removing any possibility 
of propriety or amateur rule viola- 
tion in the journalistic activities of 
members of international teams. 

Challenges have been filed by 
the United States for both the Da- 
vis Cup and Wightman Cup 
matches this year. The Davis Cup 
challenge to France provides for 
preliminary competition in the 
American zone. The Wightman 
Cup matches with England, for 
women, will be played here, 

Possibility of splitting the Amer- 
ican zone ifto North and South 
American subdivisions is .under 
consideration by the tennis asso- 
ciations of Argentina, Austraiia, 
Canada and Japan, as well ag the 
United States. 

Representatives of France, En- 
gland and the United States will 
meet in London to consider re- 
vision of the present regulations 
governing the date and place of 
the interzone Davis Cup tie.

There is absolutely no logic 
in the introduction of these sub- 
stances into the body under most 
circumstances, and certainly, in the 
case of tobacco, never any logic in 
its introduction, and yet, as all re- 
formers know, they are among the 
most stubborn practices to eradi- 
cate. It must look sometimes to 
reformers as if mankind as a rule 
just generally didn't want to be 
Icgical or hygienic.

Tobacco depends for its agree- 
ableness on the presence of an ex- 
tremely poisonous alkaloid called 
nicotine. Nicotine itself is one of 
the most potent poisons known. An 
absurdly small amount. if intro- 
duced directly into the bleod by a 
hypodermic syringe, would kill any- 
one, even the most hardened 
smoker, in a very short time. Actu- 
ally, only very small amounts, and 
those possibly changed or volatil- 
ized by the heat from the burning 
of the tobacco, are absorbed. And, 
of course, as time goes on, every 
smoker develops an immunity to 
the effects of the drug. In reality 
smoking does little or no harm; 


there has been, I understand, a 
prize of $10,000 offered for many 
years by an individual in Boston to 
anyone who can prove that tobacco 
has a permanent deleterious effect 
on the body. 

Methods to denicotirize tobacco 
are more successful than the aver- 
age smoker, or indeed than the 
average reformer, realizes. Of 
course no tobacco, completely freed 
from nicotine, would be acceptable 
to a real smoker. But no such 
claims are made, the labels on 
most of the denicotinized brands of 
tobacco stating that “the bulk of 
the nicotine has been removed.” 

We are assured on reliable au- 
thority that jg the first place the 
amount of nicuvtine in different to- 
baccos varies grealty. . Virginia to- 
bacco contains 2 to 3 per cent, 
while Havana tobacco contains 
only 1 to 2 per cent, and Turkish 
even less. It is possible to remove 
nicotine from the leaf by a re- 
sweating process consisting of 4a 
treatment by superheated steam 
or heating.in vacuum chambers. 
Some samples recently analyzed by 
chemists for the Connecticut Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station were 
tound to contain as little as three- 
tcurths per cent of nicotine, but 
that was the lowest.
